To Purchase Coddington Point 


Representative 
Council 
Authorizes 


Purchase for $150,000 and Sale to 
the Navy for $100,000—No Opposi- 
tion Developed. 


The rcpresentativu council, at a spe- 


cial meeting on Monday evening, voted 
to purchase the Coddington Point prop- 
erty in its entirety from the Narragan- 
aett Bay Realty Company for the sum 
of ? 150,000, and to sell tho same to the 
United Stales Government for $100,000, 
issuing serial bonds of ?50,000 to pay 
the balance of the cost. Thus the way 
has been paved for turning Ibis largo 
and valuable Iracl over to the Navy 
Department for development into what 
may prove to bo ono of Ihe largest 
naval stations in the world. The propo- 
sition went through without a dissent- 
ing vote, although before the meeting 
there had been considerable talk in op- 
position, and it was even feared that 
the resolutions might be defeated. The 
commission headed by Dr. ljeck,had 
worked incessantly to develop the plan, 
and every newspaper in the city had 
como out in favor of it. 


There was a good attendance of mem- 


bers at tho meeting, and also a large 
number of spectators, the imporlance 
of Ihe Coddington Point matlcr having 
aroused much interest. The tong and 
comprehensive report of the commission 
appointed by the council at its last 
meeting tu devise some plan to secure 
this property for the Government was 
read by Chairman Thomas li. Congdon. 
It set forth in detail the land to be se- 
cured, which includes nol only the pres- 
ent holdings of the Uealty Company bul

URGED TO INCREASE HOG PRODUCTION 


FINISHING HOQ CROP BEFORE IT LEAVES FARM.

The United States department of ag- 


riculture urges every fanner to do his 
personal share toward Increasing pork 
production In 1!)1S hy 
Ifl per cent 


throughout the United Slates, A re- 
port of Ihe bureau of crop estimates 
shows that there Is a decrease In the 
number of hogs In the United States 
In 1817 as compared to 191& Another 
report, by the same authority, shows 
there Is n marked Increase In Ihe corn 
crop of 1917 as compared to thnt of 
1916, amounting to nearly 24 per cent. 
There Is also an Increase tn the crop 
of oals. barley and rye. To Increase 
•the production of live stock, especially 
riogs, therefore, Is clearly the duty of 
American farmers to themselves and 
to the nation. 


Pork to Meet Demands. 


Of » normal corn crop, 7,% to'SO per 


cent Is fed. When the crop Is greatly 
Increased above normal, a sllll greater 
proportion must he fed. 
Tn view of 


this situation the United Slates depart- 
ment of agriculture has worked out a 
program asking for an Increase of 15 
per cent In pork production to meet the 
demands of the country for domestic 
consumption nnd for export require- 
ments. 


As the supply of breeding sows w«i 


short lust fall tho breeding ranks will 
have to be nllcd to a considerable ex- 
tent with gills from tho feed lots. 
These gills will not produce qullc so 
large litters as mature sows nmy bf 
expected lo produce. Therefore, farm- 
ers using gilts should breed, slightly 
above the prescribed quotas In order 
to Insure Ihe requisite increase. 


Program Outlined. 


Attention should be given to tho fnct 


that this program has been carefully 
worked out according to the known re- 
o,n!reinents for 1918. If It Is mcl In 
every detail, these requirements will 
be fulfilled. If tho farmer breeder* of 
the various states do not roach tho 
Quoins set forth for them, a more acute 
shortage of pork products will vcsult 
than now prevails, extremely high 
prices for hnms. bncon. and lard will 
prevail and only a few will benefit, 
Ihe consumer suffering from exlrcmcly 
high prices nnd a shortage of neces- 
sary animal fats. On the other hand. 
If the program Is carried out. ti market 
19 provided for about one-third of tho 
1917 corn crop, the demands on the 
country for |wrk products can be met 
xdthont strain, prices to the producer 
will he remunerative, and those pnld 
hy the consumer should be reasonable.

Composting manure is not usually 


economical where general farming Is 
done. It requires too much labor; be- 
sides, the manure will ordinarily give 
hotter results when scattered directly 
on the ground and plowed or harrowed 
In. It Is advised only where coarse ma- 
terials need to tie put in better condi- 
tion. It is also advisable for truckers 
and gardeners. 


By the compost heap the farmer Is 


able to multiply his available manure 
manyfold. He should remember that 
anything of vegetable or animal origin 
Is a valuable fertilizer 11 pnt In proper 
condition. The compost heap Is one 
means of doing this. One ton of leaves 
remains IB pounds of nitrogen, 3.2 
pounds of phosphoric acid, and 0 
pounds of potash. 


In actual practice It Is safe to as- 


sume thnt half of their values are 
available; hut it Is only after under- 
going decomposition that these values 
are available. 


Locate the compost heap In an old 


shed, or build a shed, with any kind 
of. cheap nmtertal for a roof. Spread 
on the ground a layer of stable manure 
8 by 10 feel, 0 Inches deep. Over this 
spread 100 pounds of acid phosphate, 
or ground phosphate rock. The phos- 
phate rock answers as well RS the nriil 
phosphate. Continue these alternate 
layers until the manure Is used up or 
until the pile has become Inconveni- 
ently high. To these layers might be 
added straw, leaves, mold, or other lit- 
ter, adding 100 pounds ground phos- 
phate rock to each ton of material 
used. Be su;*: to wet all thoroughly. 
When the compost heap is completed, 
cover It about 4 Inches deep with good 
loam or with forest mold. 


When applying 2 tons per aero or 


less, the host results can-be obtained 
by putting the compost In the furrow 
and bedding out on It. Re careful not 
to bury too deep, especially on clay 
soils. When using more than 2 tons 
per acre It Is belter to scatter broad- 
cast

A cover crop Is usually sown late In 


die seasnu. nfter the main crop Is out 
of the w;iy. Outs, rye nnd crimson clo- 
ver are most commonly used for this 
purpose. They are sown In the cotton 
or corn :it the time of the last working 
:un! make sume growth during the au- 
uttnn nnd c:trly spring.

Hie double purpose of adding humus 
:uul of proventliti; soil erosion. 
The 


cover crop should he plowed under at 
least two weeks before the time for 
planting the next crop. Greeivnmnure 
crops are hclpfn! In Improving the me- 
chanical condition and rendering avail- 
able the plant food already In the soil. 


It is hoped that the value of farm 


manures has been made sufficiently 
evident and that more farmers will 
glvo attention to the saving of them.

Two dangerous storm periods are 


expected in May during the week cen- 
tering on May 10 and 27. They are 
expected to cross meridian 90 on those 
dates. Tornadoes are expected with 
the May 10 storms and hail storms are 
probable, altho it is a little too early 
for hail. Northern sections should 
be prepared for frosts near May 10. 
But May win average well as a crop 
weather month. I have known good 
crops of corn made where the young 
corn was badly frostbitten about the 
first of June. 


June will also have two very dan- 


gerous storm periods near 11 and 2-1. 
I expect tornadoes and hail with the 
June 11 storms. These storms are so 
important that I will mention them 
again and will give account of them 
in detail. Life and property should 
not be lost by carelessness and I hope 
to do good by giving these warnings.

The two principal varieties of grapes 


grown In the Malaga district are the 
muscatel and the Pedro Xlmen. Rais- 
ins and wine are both made here from 
the muscatel and wine from the Pedro 
Xlmen, observes u correspondent. 


The vines are not trained on arbors, 


but ore pruned to form bushes that 
cover an area of about one square yard 
at harvest time. The vines are set out 
In rows ten feet apart. During the 
spring and summer they are carefully 
cultivated and sprayed with sulphate 
of. copper to destroy insects. 
The 


grapes begin to ripen about tbe first of 
August. 
Laborers with large flat 


baskets or trays gather the fruit 
It 


is not nil cut out at one time, but the 
Held is gone over periodically and only 
the ripe clusters are cut from the vine 
with sci.s.sors. 


The rni.sins produced near Malaga 


nre not treated with sulphur, lye, or 
oil, ns Is the practice In other parts 
of Spain. In or near the grape field 
there Is thrown up an earth terrace 
Inclined toward the setting sun. This 
Is divided into sections about ten yards 
long and twelve yards wide, around 
which a low brick or stone wall Is 
built, to protect the raisins and to sup- 
port the canvas slretched over them 
at night or during inclement weather. 
Tho object of this slanting surface is 
to keep the sun constantly shining 
upon it. The bottoms of the drying 
beds are covered with Bne gravel to 
retain the heat. 


Immediately after being gathered, 


the grapes are spread out on the beds 
for exposure to the burning sun. 
At 


nightfall Uie raisins are covered with 
cnnvns to protect the fruit from the , 
heavy dew, and, as stated, the canvas 
Is also spread over them la the event' 
of rain. There Is rarely any rain In 
this section during May, June, July, 
August and September. 
During the 


process of drying the grapes that re- 
main green or become spoiled are care-1 
fully removed, and the clusters are 
turned from time to time In order t h a t ' 


j they may color uniformly. The drving 


process takes about three weeks, so 
that the first raisins of the season are , 
ready for packing about the end of |

Final Victory.

Tbls great war In \vhlch the United 


States now Is an active and determined 
participant Is a war of tbe whole peo- 
ple. U Is not being waged la the In- 
terest of any one class or combination 
of classes. The present and future In- 
terests of every citizen ot Uie nation 
are 111 stake, nnd because of this there 
can be no division of duty or responsi- 
bility. As a plain matter of self-de- 
fense, every man, woman and child 
inust shoulder a fair share of duty 
nnd responsibility; must be willing to 
make any sacrifice the. circumstances 
demand; must practice the thrift that 
works for the conservation of labor and 
material—fa a word, must be prepared 
to co-operate with the government at 
Washington In the most wholesome 
and effective manner possible. 


Tbe United States has been at war 


with the German empire almost a year. 
Despite the fact that great strides have, 
bcca made la the nation's vast under- 
taking, 
ninny 
citizens, 
partlcubarlj; 


those In Isolated parts of rural sec- 
tions, have not yet had the war 
"brought home'1 to them forcibly and 
with tho full meaning of the possibili- 
ties of victory or defeat. 


Farmer Much Concerned. 


The American farmer, however far 


removed he may be from the centers' 
of war activity, however vaguely the 
war has been "brought home" to him, 
Is as much concerned with the outcome 
of the great struggle as any other citi- 
zen. 


America wvnt to war with tbe impe- 


rial German government partly be- 
cause the kaiser and bis advisers ro- 
fuKcd to let this nation send to Europe 
its vessels laden with the products of 
American farms and fields and factor- 
ies. The Imperial German government 
cruelly sank these vessels and murder- 
ed American suitors. 
Assuming tlmt 


the German government had not been 
called on account for Its open violation 
of Inlernntlonal treaty right—for thcro 
v;us an understanding that neutral ves- 
tds should not be Bunk without warn- 
ing and not then unless they contained 
contraband of wur destined to tho en- 
emy—what would have become, ol 
American shipping In general? 


The answer Is that none of American 


I.ruducts would liuvc reached tho for- 
el(!ii markets. The' war has vastly In- 
creased the foreign demand for Amer- 
ican farm products, aud the prices th« 
producers arc receiving are the high- 
est they have received In many years. 
So, the wur Is being waged very largely 
In the Interest of the American produc- 
tr, of foodstu/Ts, making It possible foi 
him to enter his goods In the foreign 
markets, which, because of war condi- 
tions, have been forced to rely almost 


I cnflrcly upon the American producers 


for the necessities of lite. 


Men Must Be Kept Fit 


With conditions, intolerable and de- 


filrnctlve to the American producer, 
brought about by tbe arrogant German 
government, the United States, after 
subjecting Us patience to the severest 
test, took the bit Into her month 
and entered upon the task of preserv- 
ing her rights and the rights of all who 
live under her flag. This nation has 
called many, hundreds of thousands of
